Chinook’s Edge bus safety 
procedures working well, 
says superintendent

Chinook’s Edge super¬ 
intendent Jim Gibbons 
says he is confident that 
the school division’s bus 
safety procedures, includ¬ 
ing for operations in 
foggy conditions, are 
keeping students safe. 

A 17-year-oid girl died 
and another student was 
severally injured last 
week when their school 
Inis was struck from 
behind by a gravel truck 
near Rimbey, in the Wolf 
Creek School Division. 
Police say fog was a fac¬ 
tor in the crash. 

Chinook’s Edge works 
closely with RCMP, coun¬ 
ty police, industry groups 
such as the Sundre 
Petroleum Operators 
Group, and others to 
monitor road and weather 
conditions throughout 
the school year, said 
Gibbons. 

"Our bus drivers have 
the right to not run or 
cancel their own bus 
runs,” said Gibbons. “And 
we have coordinators in 
each community who cor¬ 


respond with our trans- 
portat ion depart ment 
very early in the morning 
and could give an opinion 
that an area is not safe to 
run and then we would 
cancel." 

“We generally don’t 
have fog blanketing the 
entire division, but we do 
have areas where it seems 
to be more frequent, like 
around Olds, Bowden and 
Innisfail,” he added. 

The division’s buses run 
about three million kilo¬ 
metres a year and bus 
more than 5,000 students 
every day. 

Chinook's Edge school 
buses are all equipped 
with roof-mounted strobe 
lights that are turned on 
by the driver in foggy or 
other inclement weather 
conditions. 

“We have a couple of 
things on weather pat¬ 
terns that would allow us 
corporately and bus driv¬ 
ers individually to decide 
not to run. The strobe 
lights are a very bright 
light. We put those on 
about three years ago 
when we had an accident 
in the fog. 


“The flashing lights are 
wonderful, but they don’t 
have the capacity that the 
roof-mounted strobes 
have. I’ve been behind 
one of our buses in the 
fog and 1 was amazed 
how far away you can see 
the light up into the sky.” 

The accident that 
sparked the use of the 
strobe lights happened 
just southeast of Innisfail 
on the morning of April 
13, 2005 when a 1996 
dodge pick up hit the 
back of the bus (stopped, 
with lights on) carrying 
25 kids. 

The kids and the bus 
driver were unhurt, but 
the truck driver went to 
hospital. Fog had reduced 
visibility. 

Incidentally, Chinook's 
Edge recently worked 
with the Sundre 
Petroleum Operators 
Group to address con¬ 
cerns with speeding by 
some oil field vehicles on 
area secondary roads. 

“We sure appreciated 
their help on that," he 
said.

Canada will be going to the 
Beying Olympics in August. 

There will be no boycott from this 
country and I’m certainly glad 
V jf A about that. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper said so recently but 
he won’t be going himself. He actually should be 
there. 

The Canadian Olympic Committee reinforced its 
position that Canada will be in Beijing. 

All of this doesn’t diminish the concern over China’s 
crackdown on human rights in Tibet. But a boycott 
likely wouldn’t help to improve the situation. 

Boycotts haven’t worked in the past and have only 
hurt the athletes. 

They train for years in preparation for the Olympics 
and when their country joins a boycott, their dreams 
are dashed. For some, it spells the end of their career. 

1 still think back to the 1980 Olympics in Moscow 
and Canada should have been there. Instead, we 
blindly followed the U.S. led boycott. 

There was a retaliation boycott at the 1984 Olympics 
in Los Angeles as the Russians and most Eastern 
European countries stayed home. 

Canada was in L A. and even though it was great to 
see how well we did (especially in swimming), howev¬ 
er, it was misleading as not everyone was there. 

We didn’t dominate the pool in the 1988 Games in 
Seoul when everyone showed up. 

A boycott now would be a disaster for Canadian ath¬ 
letes. At the last two Summer Olympics, our swim¬ 
mers were terrible and there was not even a single 
medal in the pool in Athens. 

Based on what transpired at the Canadian Olympic 
Swimming Trials in Montreal, our athletes are poised 
to be much more competitive in the water in Beying. 

If we stayed away from China, it would be ;m oppor¬ 
tunity lost. 

Taking part in an Olympic boycott could also back¬ 
fire on Canada as we are hosting the 2010 Winter 
Olympics in Vancouver. 

Even though the Winter Games aren’t as big as the 
Summer Games, there could be a retaliatory boycott if 
Canada decided to boycott the Beijing Olympics. 

That's something 1 don’t even want to think about. 

Canada shines in the Winter Olympics while we are 
usually well back of the pack in the Summer 
Olympics, although there have been many bright 
spots. 

It usually takes a few days at the Summer Games 
before Canada gets its first medal. 

There has always been a fine line between what is 
accomplished by Canadian athletes at the Summer 
Olympics and what is expected by the people watch¬ 
ing on television at home. 

We’ve often heard from Canadian Olympic officials 
that if an athlete achieves a personal best in an event, 
but finishes out of the medals, it’s okay. 

The folks in (’anada usually disagree. They want 
medals mid so do I. 

Sydney and Athens were terrible for Canada and 
there weren’t many medals at those (ilympics. 1 hope 
Beijing is different and we can In* proud of our ath¬ 
letes and bring home medals. A boycott would ruin 
all that.

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Lightning sparks 
blaze

Lightning is being blamed for a fire at a Pengrowth 
oil tank west of Didbury on April 5. 

No injuries were reported and no oil was spilled to 
the surrounding area. 

Around 10 p.m., fire crews from Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Cremona and Olds responded to one of the company’s 
Ilarmattan sites. 

Upon arrival, flames were found shooting out of the 
top of the tank where a lid was torn off. 

Fire crews doused the flames with foam and were 
able to extinguish within an hour and a half. 

Shawn Howard, spokesperson for Pengrowth, said 
the fire is still under investigation and thus far light¬ 
ning appears to be the culprit. 

“There was a lot of lightning at the time and that’s 
the only thing that would explain how the lid of the 
tank would come off like that,” said Howard. 

He added that the tanks are built to withstand a wide 
range of impacts and conditions, and that this is the 
first incident he has heard of involving lightning that 
resulted in a fire. 

The company is working in tandem with Alberta 
Environment and Alberta Energy Resources 
Conservation Board in the investigation.

The Town of Didsbury is extending its 
deadline for nominations for its volun¬ 
teer award ceremony. 

Initially, the cutoff for nominations 
was last Friday, but with only five total 
nods and five categories, organizers are 
hoping the extra week will provide 
enough time for a greater turnout. 

“Our volunteers are vital to the social 
well-being of our community and a lot of 
activities that families in our community 
participate in require volunteers,” said 
town spokesperson and community 
services coordinator Nicole Aasen. 

The award categories include: rural 
volunteer, outstanding volunteer, volun- 
teen, and volunteer family. 


It may 1 h> an unwelcome 
wake-up call at 3 am. - the 
roar of the whistle as the 
train glides through town, 
but don’t count on it going 
away any time soon. 

“TYain whistling at rail 
crossings is a very important 
way to promote safety for 
motorists, cyclists and 
pedestrians who use those 
crossings,” says Andrea 
Rudniski, spokesperson for 
Transport Canada “However 
for those living close to a rail 
crossing the whistling can 
become a nuisance." 

Conductors an* required to 
use the whistle at all street 
level crossings within munic¬ 
ipalities regardless of the day 
or time. 

Train whistling for 
Canadian Pacific Railway Is 
mandated by federal regula¬ 
tions. meaning municipali¬ 
ties wishing to cease 
whistling are required to 
meet specific safety require¬ 
ments dictated by Thutsporl 
Canada 

“If you lake the whistling 
away, another wanting sys¬ 
tem needs to lie put in place 
to compensate for the elimi¬ 
nation of whistling," explains 
Rudniski. 

Although crossing gates 
with lights iutd bells arc in 
place at all crossings in 
Carstairs, the town would 
still require fencing iUong the 
tracks and any other safety 
requirements dej tending on 
each specific crossing - at 
the cost of the town. 

Breanne Feigel, spokesjier- 
son for CPR, says towns that 
agrrv to cease whistling must 
accept full accountability for 
any collisions or incidents 
involving trains. 

Furthermore, an agree¬ 
ment would have to 1 h> met 
to allow trains to pass 
through town at a significant¬ 
ly higher s|hhhI than current¬ 
ly set- a problem for 
Carstairs Mayor Lance 
('olby. 

“We take absolute liability 
for the fencing, maintenance; 
for doing everything, and 
CPR basically relinquishes it 
all," says Colby. 

“I think tlial you should 
shy on the side of safety, and 
1 don't particularly want to 
lie someone who participat¬ 
ed in the change just because 
the whistle [is a nuisance] 
and have some kids get 
wliiped out, or killed or sen 
ously irqured." 

He notes that train 
whistling was an issue when 
he was n inning for mayor in 
200.'!. but says most people 
didn’t want it changed ;uul 
still don't. 

“Council w as not in favour 
of it then and as far as I know 
light now, the town isn't in 
favour of it." 

Colby says that if an accept¬ 
able agreement with CPR 
ci mid lie reached, whistle ces¬ 
sation might be considered. 

“If you can take the whistle 
out and not increase the 
spins! and not put the town 
in more jeopardy we’d look 
at it and review it, but I’d def¬ 
initely take it to the public 
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for 36 months with -

Reaching the heights of 
basic health care 

Cochrane man conquers Everest 
searching for answers

nents, with Everest being 
his final triumph. 

He doesn’t climb just for 
sport, but also for the ben¬ 
efit of those who live in 
high altitude locations, 
which is why he helped 
establish the Basic Health 
International Foundation 
in 2003. 

“I wanted to do some¬ 
thing a little more valuable 
so I set up a fund in 
Canada,” said Hanlon. 

The foundation aims to 
develop sustainable public 
health centres and provide 
education to further the 
needs of high altitude 
communities. 

Since its inception, 
Basic Health has estab¬ 
lished operations in coun¬ 
tries such as Mangolia, 
Peru, Ethiopia and north 
India. 

However, special focus 
was directed towards 
helping fleeing Tibetans 
who navigate the 
Himalayas to avoid perse¬ 
cution from China. Many 
suffer severe frostbite and 
develop life-threatening 
altitude sickness as a 
result. 

Compounding the prob¬ 
lem further is the lack of 
health care in the region. 

“Their health care is 
very fragile and almost 
non-existent in places," 
said Hanlon. 

Many people afflicted 
with tuberculosis and mal¬ 
nutrition have been turned 
away from hospitals 
because they have no 
money. 

With that in mind, work¬ 
ers with Basic Health dis¬ 
covered a weed that flour¬ 
ishes at such high alti¬ 
tudes that happened to be 
rich in protein. After feed¬ 
ing it to children for only 
three months, symptoms 
of rickets were drastically 
reduced. 

“Consistently we learn a 
lot more than we give 
back,” said Hanlon. 

Even his journey to the 
summit of Everest was a 
learning experience. 

“If I’ve learned one thing 
from the expedition, it’s 
that the mountain is a 
wonderful place of 
escape, but it's what you 
do with the rest of your 
life that matters,” he said. 

Although he won't be 
climbing elevations as 
high as Everest again, he 
hopes to use the research 
he collected on the expe¬ 
dition to further help the 
less fortunate around the 
world. 

At the end of the presen¬ 
tation he said the most 
important thing he 
achieved during his ascent 
was the ability to do any¬ 
thing, something that has 
also come to fruition in his 
humanitarian endeavours. 

“Where there’s a will 
there's a way... if you 
push through, anything is 
possible I’m still not sure 
if it was all just a dream.”

Mild winters spur coyote population increase

The recent dumping of five coyote carcasses in the 
ditch along Township Road d()2a north of C'arstairs is 
serving as a reminder that coyote populations in Alberta 
are steadily increasing. 

Due to a series of mild winters, prey populations have 
been flourishing, allowing for increased coyote num¬ 
bers. 

Alberta Fish and Wildlife is reminding residents to 
avoid attracting the animals by keeping garbage secure¬ 
ly locked away. 


“Coyotes are extreme adaptive, so they can scrounge 
very effectively and do quite well in an urban setting, so 
we... see these coyotes because of the expanded popu¬ 
lation," said Darcy Whiteside, spokesperson for Alberta 
Sustainable Resource Development. 

Whiteside says it’s important to keep coyote popula¬ 
tions away from urban centres and even rural homes to 
keep them from developing a tolerance to humans - 
which has been a problem recently for cities like Calgary. 

Ilt> says tolerant coyotes can prove to be destructive 
and even dangerous when used to human contact - such 
as the case in Canmore last year when a 13-year-old girl 
was attacked by a coyote while playing in the front yard 


of her home. 

“It’s a good reminder, especially for those living in the 
outskirts of Carstairs (especially Carstairs because it’s 
booming right now), if you do see a coyote, they aren’t 
like a dog, make sure you keep your children aware of 
what a coyote is," says Whiteside. 

Coyotes aren’t considered protected wildlife in 
Alberta, meaning landowners can shoot them as long as 
they follow provincial and federal firearm safety regula¬ 
tions. Landowners can also designate someone else to 
shoot them on their land. 

Hunters are reminded to dispose of carcasses in an 
adequate manner on their land.
